liament; they ought to know that the Con- 
ftitution of the Exglifh Nation is fo under- 
ftood by all the True Defenders of its Libere 
ty, and Expofers of its I.aws. 

Who are you then, Gentlemen of the 
High Church, that you fhouid pufh at things © 
inconfiftent with the Conftitution of Eng- 
Jand, and contrary. to the Bxprefs Declara- _ 
tion of the Repzefentative ef the Nation, — 
cenfent to have us under the Government 
of One, whofe Right is abfolutely Inconti- 
ftent with the Conftitution Will you 
be call’d Proteftants who arz willing to come 
under the Power of a Popifh Prince?
